Project Description

Since 2013, the intersection of US 31 and Tannehill

Road has exhibited higher than expected crashes,
particularly injury crashes. The intersection has
operated at an Index of Crash Cost between 2.34
and 1.55 between 2015 and 2020, at times more
than 2 standard deviations higher than expected.
Numbers higher than 1.5 indicate that improvements
are highly recommended.

The proposed alternative would be a reduced conflict
intersection (RCI) at Tannehill Road and Bear Lane.
